HAD SMALL AUDIEHCE 


About Thirty People LUtened to Mr. 
Barnard and Otheri at Sprint 
Kldfe Saturday Nl|bt 


The first meeting of the camimign in 
the interest* of Fcuok B. Barnard, at 
Odd Fellows' hall. Bpring Ridge, ou 
Saturday night was a depresaingly cold 
one. The apartment wa* inadequately 
heated, nod there wasn't enough Hrc 
matter introdaead by the varioua 
tn to make the thirty listeners forget 
the unpleasant frigidity of the atmos¬ 
phere. No new Issues were r»W, and 
the alleged misdeed^ of the Liberal 
party, of course, being the general U*xt 
to which each speaker adhered most 
U ttaci.*Otol/. The audiem o was left in, 
the dark concerning the detail" of Mr. 
Barnard's advocacy, If he had any, that 
gentleman devoting mo much time to a 
criticism of a speech (UdivenNl hen* by Hir 
Wilfrid Lauricr a number of years ago 
that be neglected to elucidate the poli¬ 
tical doctrine to be pre a ched by him 
should tlie electorate send him to Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The chair wa* occupied by F. Bur- 
g«M H who. after a few opening remarks, 
iuteoduced the Conservative candidate. 
After explaining the oircum*tancv* of 
hU candidature he proceeded to mrow 
the administration for the manner In 
j which it received the reque** promt-d 
by the provincial government. Od. 

I Itrlor, he said, had been unseated through 
i an unworthy quibble, which the speaker 
I strongly condemned as a mean trick. 

| Mr. Barnard then gave considerable 
| attention to the speech delivered at the 
mnrket baU in thia city by Bir WUfrid 
Lauricr. seven or eight y«*f» *«°- 
the many promises made then, he said, 
the only oue carried out was a minor 
matter—the installation of a beacon on 
Han Tedro rock. Despite Bir Wilfrid's 
amurances regarding the fiscal policy. It 
wm little rhanged. while this province 
was mure “infamously" treated by the 
Lanrier administration than ever. 

At this juncture the speaker observed 
that he was quite “worked up" wh<*n 
be reflected u|h*o the great wrong which 
British Columbia suffered at the hands 
of the party now io power. 

Having recovered from hia temporary 
indisposition, Bir. Barnard contended 
that, inasmuch aa four Liberal represen¬ 
tatives out of six were unable to ingrati 
ate thia province with the adminkt.-a- 
tion the election of another would not 
alter the situation. The beat way W 
m cure rights was to fight for them, and 
i; elect-*d that was just what he would 
do. (Mild, mechanical appaluae.) 

The speaker then criticised the prefer¬ 
ential tariff. It was too ooerided ami 
uot a business proposition. The Liberal 
government had given something for 
nothing, and bs held that this was un- 
justifiable unless Great Britain took into 
consideration Canada's interests Hi mak 
mg treaties with the I’nlted (Rate*. 

la regard to tbs present election it had 
heen currently reported that the liber¬ 
als considered that the Conservatives 
should not put up a candidate here be- 
canae Mr. Karle waa allowed to take his 
M-ut, Having done one dirty trick, Mr. 
Barnard said, they felt that their decis¬ 
ion not to do two placed the Couaenra 
tivv* under obligation to them. 

“The Conservative party Is hot dead," 
exclaimed Mr. Barnard with emphasis, 
to the “bear, hear" of Col. Prior, “it 
is very moch alive/* Why look at those 
recent bye-elections. Five Cunserra 
tires were returned out of eleven. Why 
lhB«M Vi.L-ria Coiixcnratiw* step 
aside now, e*p«(*ally in view of the 
tnatment to which they are subj«*cted? 
(Applause from two people.) 

It was said that if Mr. Riley waa re¬ 
turned this province would receive some 
thousand* of doUara more in appropri¬ 
ations. 'and in support of this contention 
the arrangement regarding ti»e dredge 
! for the harbor had been mentioned. Aa 
a matter of fact such small concessions 
were pot bird to geC.anyway. The de¬ 
feated candidate always obtained them. 

'Hie speaker then denounced the ad¬ 
ministration for what he considered neg 
lect of this province and Its favoritism 
to the other provinces. In 18K7 to IHUl 
British Columbia cuntriboted b» the 
Homiuioo treasury 92.2DD.0UD in excess 
of what it received from Ottawa; from 
1802 to 1800. £1300,000 in excess, and 
from 1800 to 1901, $8,300,000, aud yet 
in Mpite of ‘this they wanted the |M.*opl«- 
to Mend another tmpporter to Ottawa. 

Mr. Raninrd then flirted n Httle with 
the Muse, and eloquently observed that 
the L’itlauders in Honth Africa bad no 
irr.re to ctHnplnin of than the |>eo|»ie of 
this province. (Derisive laughter.) If 
after this treatment they sent another 
l.ibcral supiwrter to Ottawa they would 
be a lot of poltroons. 

lie then defended the position taken 
by the Colonist; the editor, however, had 
only made one mistake; he had forgotten 
that the iqtcnker wtaild Im* supported by 
a strong party, the "grand old Conser¬ 
vative. pMty of Canada.” He, therefore, 
expressed c o nfi de n ce that he could do 
quite ns much at* Mr. Riley in the 
House. 

Mr. Barnard also referred to the ne- 


I cesaity of a Western policy, and said 
I that just ns soon aa the liberal govern 
1 meot evolved a policy which would be 
' productive of good for thl* province he 
would acknowledge to hia friends that 
it w'aa worthy of hndorsatlon. 

| Col. Prior, the next speaker, opeued 
i Ida remarks with eulogy of Mr. Barn- 
1 an!, who he was sure would make a 
splendid representative. liberals, and 
I he was sorry to say weak-kneed Conser¬ 
vative", advocated the return of a Ub- 
cral representative in order to get Jw*- 
t.ce fr mi Ottawa. Now, if four Idle 
era Is could obtaiu nothing, oue more 
«ti|»l>ort*r certainly could not. 

Yale, New Westminster aud Van¬ 
couver had had Liberal representatives 
for five year*, aud yet what had they 
received? What had Mr. MaxwelK Mr. 
Morrlsou or Mr. GalHher secured for 
their constituencies? 

It waa, he asid, manifestly unfair that 
thia province should only receive a paltry 
$ 0 * 1,000 for railroad *uhsidie«, when other 
provinces which contributed less revenue 
were treatsd prodigally. British Colum 
Ida paid $17.70 per head in taxes to the 
Dominion, apd Nova Hcoiia $3.43. 
Hundreds of thousands were expeuded 
in the latter province on wharves and 
roods, besides railways, and British Col¬ 
umbia received comparatively nothing. 

The Colonel then d eno unc ed the Dom¬ 
inion government for not giving the pro¬ 
vince cabinet repr***wMitatb»n; glso f-»r IfiSC 
contributing toward the support of the 
pgw i y w afTff fl u, ir iu Tim B , 
Nova Beotia, lie condemned the man¬ 
ner in which contracts wen* let, and ac¬ 
cused the administration of extravagance 
and favoritism, lie •winfMt up bis re¬ 
marks by eulogiaing Mr. Barnard, and 
expatiating oti hi* fitnewM to ret»re*s*nt 
Victoria in the Commons. 

Addresses were also delivered by ■ 
Ms*ars. Ifelincken and M<^Phillips. The 
latter repeated what he had said at New 
Westminster regarding Hir Wilfrid 
I^urier, and also paid a high tribute lo 
the Liberal government a* an admirahh* 
national institution. At the same time 
he pointed out this did not preclude 
criticism of the manner In which it was 
1*0040011*4. 

A vote of eonffden4*e in the ('imserva- 
tive candidate was moved by Mr. 
Ifelmeken and rarried. amt after a vote 
of thanks to the rhirir. the r?ry lirnit.il 
audience flled out of the hall. There 
w'aa absolutely no enthuMiasm during the 
whole proceedings.

OOMMBN'W ON C1DBR. 

A good deal has been mi id uf late in 
the Knglish pross in regard to the ques¬ 
tion of elder. For ourselves, we believe 
that an iucrea*ed conauuiptlunof cider 
in substitution for that of beer, chdap 
wine*, and spirits would be moot ben* -, 
tidal to thr community. Bnt, as was 
pointed out by one of the writers, eider 
is of many kinds, and there is bad jis. 
well as good cider. When men drink 
bad wine and are made til. they do hot 
sny that wine does not suit them^ but 
that s»yr wine, or sweet wine, or sonic 

K rticulnr brand of wine is poison to 
eni. In the case of "apple wisr," a 
man who has blindly taken a bottle of 
badly mode or adulterated cider, when 
he la made ill condemns all cider ns 
poison to him. What is wanted is clas- 
MifiealhHi in eiders a* in wines. People 
ahould dixtinguiah between the makers 
of cider and the Jtinds of elder, ax they 
do Is*tween champagne and claret, >r, 
again, Perrier-Jonet and Miimm. It Is 
a pity there are pot cider merchants, nx 
there are wine merchants, who would 
xelert the l**i< brands, and deal with all 
the makers and growers so as to be able 
to match exactly their customers' re¬ 
quirement*. Another matter of great 
importance ix the need «#f attending to 
our orchards. Unless we do that it h« 
useless to think of making really good 
cider. A dirty process will mok» a bod 
cider out of gxxMl apples, but the (-lean¬ 
est aud niovt scientific methods will not 
make really fine cider out of pom* and 
badly grown apples.—Tht Spectator.

emu sell it to yon for 25 ceuta and make 
a fair profit. 

"They have been *ttiming out bend* 
such as these In Venice for nearly two 
centuries am! a half. In the Adriatic 
lives a fish railed the bleak, but why 
they nnnird it bleak, I can't see, for 
then* Is certainly nothing bleak about 
Its appearance. 

"It U a graceful fish, probably of the 
«arp family, and has a glistening armor 
of silver scales. The fish are nw»re 
prolific than the herring, which has been 
a got*! thing for them. On# day in KiSfi 
an otmervant eltlsen of Venice, with a 
turn for investigating things, his name 
Halvador J sequin, placed a number of 
bleak In an aquarinm th.it he might 
take note of their habits. After they 
had been In the aquarinm some time, 
ho saw that the wattr took on a pearly 
hue. 

"Believing that thia was communicat¬ 
ed by washing* from the scales of the 
fish, this Venetian observer experiment¬ 
ed. He found that water eonld be so 
densely charged with the tint from the 
Ash scales that glam, when dipped into 
It. and allowed to dry, had all the out- 
wHii hue of a pe ar l. He co s ted gl as s 
beads with J the substance, and the 
counterfeit* were readily accepted as 
genuine pefri*. 

"The costing Of these bead*. It waa 
found, though, had hut alight .resistance 
to friction, and soon disappeared from 
the surface of the beads. Assured that 
a large and profitable denmnd for them 
would result If he could fix the pearly 
Iqatrt* on the beads so it would defy
